That it not 
only was the site of their c-uncils, but the 
Mecca of their religion, ii »hown alike by 
tradition and ty the mdnumrat« they have 
left to excite the wonder and baffle the 
eurionity of aucceeding ages. These con- 
sist of burrows, artiBcial mounds andDruid- 
ical circles, miny of which would no doubt 


• furnish important relic* if eiet«tion» weif 


made. Some few,b«w: already b«n «- 
humed; but the naistakeu rererenw of the 
present Lord of tie Manor prevent* further 
investigation for the present. 


Ir. the loneliest portion of the naked 


plain stand the grim relics of Stonehenge. 
moveless and silent, .yet 'like the Sphinx, 
offering to every passer-by a riddle that 
eicites hishnpetesycuriosity. -What British 
nation of which we b«e any record ever 
had sufficient unity of purpose and know- 
ledge of Hie mechaninl arts to briag these 
vast bou!der» f»m the distance whence 
they must have come, to stipe them, and 
to set them up? What barbarous nation 
ever conceived a design, of such colossal 
grandeur? The mere relics of the struc- 
ture impress the traveller with awe as he 
sees them tbwefW^'"a|»in8t the sky;'in; hi» 
path : and on neater'iipproacli he it lost in 
conjecture of the means employed in its 
construction. ' - ' ' . . ,,^ •' 


An-almost ohlrtciated trench surrounds 


the whole, but the rest'of the soil is simply

-—-sss-Sfasseighing,nearly twenty tons, and 


capped by continuous circles of massive 
stones, of nearly the same siie, not merely 
resting on their summits but joined to them 
by projecting tenons and corresponding 
mortises. The diameter.of the outer circle 
must be more than' three hundred feet. 
Two enormous trilitlis stood in the inner 
circle, thi- largest stone remaining of which 
is estimated lo weigh seventy tons : nnd 
ban-ecu them in the centre of all is a flat 
stone sixteen feet in length,which is conjec- 
tured to have hecn thc'-allar.

We sit upon one o 
the Inlh'n columns and rack the imagina- 
tion for a picture of the Titanic temple er 
its gods m d its.wortiiippers had fled from 
it. 
Was it even then only a vast skeleton, 


intended not for shelter or sycrecy but only 
to aild dignity to .the altar it surrounded? 
Or- were these massive rocks the mere 
framework of an enclosed edifice, the 
perishable por.ipns-of which have disap- 
peared ? Traces ol a vast entrance, higher 
and wider thaiLtJie average space left be- 
tween the piljars stem to favor the latter 
supposition. Antiquarians have exhausted 
all that can be said er guessed, nnd all is 
very iiitle.
